Ottawa, December 2.— (C.U.P.)— 
Çanadals policy regarding the Pan- 
American Union is becoming an is- 
sue in this capital. 

"While the Dominion will not send 
a delegate to the union's conference 
in Lima, Peru, beginning December 
8, the whole question of this coun 
try's possible position in the Pan- 
Ameriacn setup is understood to 
have been under review by exter 
nal affairs experts for some time. 

Canada is not a member of the 
union, membership being restricted 
to republics in the Americas. How- 
ever, the tmion's constitution could 
easily be amended to include the 
Dominion, should the Government 
here show a definite inclination to 
participate in Western Hemisphere 
politics. 

The general belief is that there 
will be no commitments made with 
Latin-American countries and that 
Canada will continue to tend to- 
wards London in its direction of 
foreign policy with some under- 
standing from Washington. From 
an economic viewpoint there is not 
much Immediate gain from associa- 
tion with the union for South 
American countries are not very 
good trading customers of Canada. 

❖ .❖ ❖ 
Imperialist or Pan-American? 

The defence issue appears to be 
the major question. With this coun- 
try outside the pale of the proposed 
Pan-American defensive structure, 
the whole project would be jeopar- 
dized. Therefore there are some in- 
dications that pressure might be 
brought to beai^ particularly from 
Washington, to urge Prime Minister 
Mackenzie Kinig to adopt some co- 
operative policy with the union re- 
garding the defence of the Western 
Hemisphere and formation of a 
strong democratic bloc of nations 
speaking with a^unit,ed voice. - 

Public men are thus divided be- 
tween complete allegiance and co- 
operation with the British Empire 
or adding another plank in the 
security platform by reaching an 
understanding with the Pan-Ameri- 
can countries. An agreement on 
matters of defence might be reach- 
ed between Canada and the United 
States, but it is hardly conceivable 
in the light of information avail- 
'able here, that the present Govern- 
ment will go any further and the 
Pan-American dream of unity might 
be pretty much a mirage if Canada 
does not participate. 

❖ ❖ ❖ 
Herridge Party. 

Talk of the formation of any new 
political party generally has many 
rather fantastic aspects to it but 
there are rumors going around Par- 
liament Hill these days that top 
them all. They concern Hon. W. D 
Herridge, Canada's former Minister 
to Washington, who many believe 
is going to lead a monetary reform 
party at the next election. The 
latest batch of speculation indicates 
thai he has successfully made over- 
tures to both the Co-operative Com- 
monwealth Federation and the So- 
cial Crediters and has forged an al 
liance. Mr. Herridge eludes newS' 
papermen and continues to make 
mysterious trips around the country 
and to New York. 

Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett is leaving 
to live in England but one source 
contends that the former Conserva 
tive Prime Minister's famous radio 
speeches of 1935 in which he preach' 
ed reform might form the basis of 
the new party's platform. It is com 
monly believed Mr. Herridge assist^ 
ed his brother-in-law in writing the 
speeches.

The Arts. . Debating Society 
presented two debates yesterday 
afternoon in the Arts Building 
with President John Parker in 
the chair. The first: "Resolved 
that Modernism is incompatiblc- 
ith Christianity" was won by 
18 affirmative. In the second 
debate the negative defeated the 
resolution "That .Canada should 
increase her armament." Mr. 
Currie of the ■ Department of 
Philosophy acted as judge. 

In the first debate the affirma- 
tive, G. Thomas and L. Yates, held 
their principle argument that 
faith and reason were incompatible, 
being held by the Christian 
and the other by the modernist. 

Harris and R. Louthoud, up- 
holding the negative, stated that 
the Christian beliefs of love, mercy, 
and faith in unproven facts are 
quite compatible with- the modern- 
istic views of beliefs based on 
reason. 

G. Hatcher and H. Finestone, de 
fending the affirmative of the sec- 
ond debate, said- that rearmament 
absolutely necessary : because 
Canada cannot rely on the United 
States and Britain to defend her, 
Garmaise and M. Goldberg re 
plied in defehëé^tthàt'CTânada's bud- 
get cannot possibly stand a rearn^- 
ament program. They denied the 
possibility of a foreign invasion of 
Canada., . 

Church and Evolution. 
Thomas, on the affirmative, said 
that the Church called Christ I 
saviour", whereas the modem theo 
logians call him merely a very wise 
man and a great teacher. They do 
not believe in individual salvation. 
Sin, he said, is not evil but only the 
absence of good. His colleague de 
clared that the Christian belief that 
man "fell" from a better state is 
not in agreeihent with modern 
views of evolution. 

Christianity and modernism, said 
Harris, upholding the negative, may 
be compatible because love and 
mercy are common beliefs. Beliefs 
based on faith and beliefs based on 
reason, he said, are both acceptable 
by the same person. 

Louthoud stated that there is a 
great misunderstanding of the word 
"modernism."' Modernism is belief 
in true facts from the Bible and in 
science. Neither evolution nor the 
stoiry of" Genesis have been proved. 
Both are possible, and therefore 
modernism ■ is compatible with 
Christianity, the. speaker declared 
Rearmament' Discussed - 
Oh the topic of Canadian réarma 
ment the first speaker for the 
affirmative, Finestone, declared that 
Fascism' inevitably spread,' perhaps 
to Canadian territory. Canada con 
not rely on the United Stales and 
not even on Great Britain. Canada 
has a responsibility of her own. She 
must do her share in the fight for 
liberty and the British Empire.

' "Professor Gilson finds that the 
whole history of philosophy yields 
one important lesson— that when a 
philosopher tries to explain all 
knowledge in ternis of one particu- 
lar, branch of ' knowledge about 
which he is enthusiastic and which 
fires his interest, he has tried too 
soon and too fast . to unify all knowl- 
edge under the aspect of one single 
form of knowledge," stated Dean Ç 
W. Hendel at the meeting of the 
Philosophical Society last night. 

The si[bject of Dr. Hendel's ad 
dress, "Are There Permanent 
Truths in' Philosopby?," was based 
on, "The Unity of. Philosophical Ex 
perience," the latest work of the 
eminent French philosopher. Pro- 
fessor Etienne Gilson 

Philosophy's history should not 
be regarded as the record of errors 
in reasoning. Dr. Hendel pointed 
out; rather.it should be recognized 
as the record of examinations of 
belief and as the record of deter 
minations of thought. The result 
of building up a system based on 
only , one branch of knowledge' is 
criticism and scepticism. Plato and 
Aristotle are, according to Pro 
fessor Gilson, exceptions in that 
their philosophies are not one 
sided. Abelard, however, placed too 
much emphasis on psychology 'in 
his philosophy; • Descartes wanted 
to build up his system on a mathe- 
matical discovery and the result 
was the scepticism of Hume; Kent 
conceived his philosophy believing 
vthat Newtonian, physics waS' the 
last word in that particular field 
Conité also failed to take into ac' 
count the fact .that his system was 
one-sided. 

Continuity in Philosophy. 
Professor 'Gilson's advice is that 
philosophers should not attempt 
complete revolutions in thought but 
turn to find thé permanent question 
in philosophy. For there is a con- 
tinuity in philosopHy just as in sci'

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Intellectual Suicide 

^fpHE tendency a mong some university 
students to accept everything at its 

• face value cannot be sufficiently deplored. 
A university education will have achieved 
its purpose if it merely trains a student to 
doubt— to disbelieve profoundly any opin- 
ion or fact which he cannot prove for him- 
self. The primary aim of the university is 
to instill in the student the desire to in- 
vestigate everything critically, and to find 
any flaws that may be present. If the stu- 
denib does not exhibit this faculty for criti- 
cal analysis and objective judgment there 
is something wrong either with him or with 
the university. 

A lackadaisical attitude on the part of 
an undergraduate in matters intellectual 
shows that, he is gradually forgetting the 
reason for his being at college. He reads 
the newspapers, he listens to lectures, and 
he even reads a few books. All the infor- 
mation he gleans is stored and partly classi- 
fied. When he gets through his prescribed 
term of study he finds himself in need of 

. a "modus vivendi," — a philosophy and way 
of life which necessitate the intelligent ap- 

..plication of all that he has learned. At 
this point the difficulty begins. 
; : Without thinking very much one way 

^^he other the student has absorbed a cer- 
tain number of very useful facts. However, 
not having analyzed them for himself he 
finds that he is unable to relate them to his 
personal problems as they arise. More and 
more he finds that he has gained nothing 
from his sojourn at the university save the 
: acquisition of a few very interesting— but 
very odd— facts, — facts which he cannot 
usé in any but the orthodox method. He 
has fallen into a definite groove from which 
he finds it hard to extricate himself. He 
has, in other words, committed- suicide as 
far as his intellect is concerned. 

Even in the first, year of his university 
career the average stuclent is givén the op- 
portunity to express his own opinions. The 
examinations are so designed as to afford 
him some freedom of expression in the mat- 
ter of his likes and dislikes. The teachers 
realize, and rightly so, tliat he is no longer 
.a child who must be spoon-fed. Tliey give 
' him à chance to question, a chance to doubt, 
a chance to bring his individuality to the 
forefront. If he takes this chance he be- 
comes forever the despair of his fellow men, 

~ the eternal investigator, the cynic, the skep- 
tic, the pionéer. If he allows that chance to 
elip through his fingers then he becomes 
the stolid, respeétable next-door neighbour, 
—the man who did not find out why he 
went to college.

The names of Pierre Mpnteux and Sergei 
Diaghilev will always be linked with the suc- 
cess of Maurice Ravel's "Daphnis et Chloe". 
It -was during the summer of 1912 that Paris 
audiences were first enthralled by the sheer 
grandeur of the score, accentuated by the 
matchless artistry of Nijinsky and Karsavlna 
in the title roles. Diaghilev had commissioned 
the work' for his Ballet Russe and it was under 
Monteux's baton that the premiere took place.

Subsequently, the ballet music was utilized 
by Ravel In • two suites for the concert stage. 

The second of these featured Arturo Toscanini's 
Saturday broadcast with the NBC Symphony 
Orchestra. 

The work is extremely programmatic and is 
divided into three sections: Daybreak, Panto- 
mime, and General Dance. The following lines 
are taken from Ravel's own outline of the ac- 
tion of the ballet; "No sound but the murmur 
of rivulets fed- by the dew that trickles from 
the rocks. Daphnis lies stretched before the 
grotto of the nymphs. Littlo by little the day 
dawns. The songs of birds are heard. Afar 
off a shepherd leads his flock . . ." Ravel has 
succeeded in painting in tones the most exquis- 
ite of scenes. His mastery of the orchestra and 
his vast repertoire of colour both contribute to 
the work's transcendent beauty. 

The music follows the action of thé ballet 
closely. The reunion of the lovers, their miming 
of the story of Pan and Syrinx and finally the 
ecstatic passion of the dance. Toscanini's read- 
ing was sincere, genuihe, alive to the signifi- 
cence of the music, perfect in attention to de- 
tail. The entire piece was beautifully balanced 
— a truly great performance. 

Guiscppc Martucci, an Italian composer of 
the late-Nineteenth, early-Twentieth century 
was -a contemporary of Puccini and Mascagni. 
His Symphony Number 1 in D Minor, a work 
rarely heard on this continent, constituted the 
major portion of the cqncert by the NBC Or- 
chestra. 

The symphony is classical in concept, al- 
though occasionally there is evidence of original 
departures in the harmony. The Allegro move- 
ment Is extremely melodious. However, Mar- 
tucci sacrifices power whenever he wishes to 
present the very melodious themes. In spots in 
the movement a dark, mysterious, brooding 
pervades which recalls the sighing of Sibelius' 
Northern wood). 

The Andante opens on a protracted cello 
solo. Colour is applie'd freely, but Jhe develop- 
ment is fragmentary, — cut off abruptly. 

In the third movement, Allegretto, oboes 
and violins— Pizzicato, have a brief dialogue. 
The theme is very slight. In later stages the 
treatment broadens to include the full orches- 
tra. There is the feeling that here is some- 
thing new, yet not boldly so. The composer 
seems hesitant, A reversion to the dialogue 
leads to a beautiful flowing phrase in the fuU 
orchestra, ahd the movement closes. 

. The Finale is extremely inconsistent. Moods 
change rapidly, now delicate and tender, now 
Tchaikovski-like in their blasts from the brass. 
The range in volume is tremendous from a 
faintly audible opening to a powerful climactic 
ending. There is a section of purest beauty, 
pastoral in its simplicity. All of which leads 
one to ask: "What is the composer trying to ex- 
press?" 

It is extremely difficult to formulate a 
definite opinion of the symphony's artistic value. 
It begs for further examination and another 
hearing. It seems highly significant that the 
audience of distinguished critics was a trifle 
dubious at the close of the Allegro, but gave 
Toscanini a tremendous ovation at the close. 

Next week's programme will include Beet- 
hoven's "Eroica Symphony", and "Siegfried's 
Death and Funeral Music" by Wagner. Follow- 
ing this broadcast Maestro Toscanini will have 
a short rest during which time Arthur Rod- 
zinski will conduct the orchesti:a. 

The Metropolitan Opera Company is pre- 
senting Verdi's "Othello" on this Saturday's 
matinee broadcast, Giovanni Martinelli will 
sing the title role. Lawrence Tibbet Is to ap- 
pear as lago, and Maria Caniglia, a newcomer 
to thé Metropolitan, will sing Desdemona.

ENTER FASCISM TO ART. 

We have said before, in as many forms as 
possible, that art arises out of society. This is 
an important concept. Art is related to the so- 
ciety in which it is born. Social conditions in- 
fluence It In this case it would be interesting 
to find out what influence fascism has on cul- 
ture. Exactly what happens to the creative 
arts when a fascist dictatorship is imposed 
from above on the people? Germany is a good 
example, for no one can deny the fact that Ger- 
many has been a land of culture. What hap- 
pened to this in 1933? The key to what did 
happen was humorously indicated by Peter 
Lorre, little movie badman of German extrac- 
tion, who, on hearing that the Nazis had seized 
power said. "There is no room in Germany for 
two such villains as Adolf Hitler and me." 

I shall take it for granted that Germany 
has been a land of culture. I shall not attempt 
to analyse the progress during and after the 
war up to the thirties. Let us start with the 
last few years, What arc the basic ideas behind 
Nazi 'ART'? (capital apostrophes!) One of them 
is contained in a huge slogan displayed at a 
Hitler youth gathering at Mumau camp: "We 
have been bom to die for Germany." This is 
an ideal! The glory of death! The second is that 
a nation in danger can only be unified and sav- 
ed by the mailed fist of the "Fuhrer." The 
third is an attempt to show that all Germans, 
those who have made money during these times, 
and those at whose expense the money has been 
made, are all one happy family (with papa 
Adolf at the head); the enemies of German 
people are non-Aryans, are other people in 
other lands, for example in France. 

GERMAN WORKOUT. 

How have these been worked out? The 
mass miurder at Langemark in October 1914 
is eulogizéd. The thousands of men who lost 
their lives to satisfy the senile vanity of a stupid 
commander, who in broad daylight, sent them 
to charge strongly entrenched troops, is played 
up as the "heroic death on the field at Lange- 
mark!" Many dramas have been written about 
this and similar themes. This is pessimistic 
fatalism. The fascist idea of death, doom and 
human sacrifice is constantly wavering between 
primeval mysticism, heroic capitulation to a 
"destiny", and the idea, of self-sacrifice. When 
man, in the classics, struggled stubbornly against 
fate, his tragic end was a momentary exalta- 
tion. "The star of thy fate bums in thine own 
breast" (Schiller— "Wallenstein"). But, the Fas- 
cist' plays there is no vigorous protest against 
fate— there is only deep pessimism, devoid of 
any heroic element. 

Thç "We neéd' a leader" idea is shown in 
many places. The Mussolini-Forzano play about 
Napoleon— "The Hundred Days" shows Napoleon 
as a democratic Hamlet trying to decide be- 
tween parliamentarianism and military dicta 
torship. It is his lack of personal faith, of his 
inability to be a -strong leader that leads to his 
downfall (so these authors claim!) A play about 
Bismarck "Der Minister-President" by Hctz 
points the same moral: there is no hope with- 
out a leader. As for the third point we have 
only to quote an excerpt from the "Germany 
Miracle Play" by Euringer— (lauded and ap- 
plauded by Goebbels and his "Ja-jawohl" men): 

Unemployed Worker! 
We are the. grey wolves of a vast leaden sea. 
We harbinge^8twma.and misfortunes decree., 
Germany perishes! They do not fear 

That the hour of destruction is drawing near. 
They pat their soft pillows and lovingly feel 
The well-sharpened edge of théir bayonéts' 
steel; 

Their concrete forts they fill up well 
And all the rest may go to hell. 
The swaggering Frenchy twists his whiskers 
tight 

His teeth like a nigger's shining white. 

There you have the main essence of fascist 
drama. This is the eyewash that permeates 
their plays as well as their other works of art. 
And from the "truth" on which thèse ideas are 
based has sprung a rich living 'German draraa? 
Goebbels only hopes so!— for years théy had to 
put off the awarding of the Schiller prize be- 
cause there was no one to receive it. Finally 
they found Hans Jost, -whom we can call by 
any names' save that of genius! What are thé 
Berlin theatres showing? Tàkè.1936. Who have 
we?— Goethe, Loreto, Shaw, Hauptmann, Suder- 
mann, Deval,— where are the young Nazi dra-

Well, broadly speaking, they are an 
open sesame to adventure, to gipsy 
days on the open road with all one's 
baggage ~in a knapsack. 

What could better establish a 
happy state of mind than to pack 
a little knapsack, and in rough hik- 
ing clothes, to start oil on the youth 
hostel trail; meeting other hikers 
and bikers; enjoying the enchant- 
ment of the out-of-doors; preparing 
supper in lighthearted comaraderie 
and with many an exchange of 
stories of the day's experiences; 
singing and folk-dancing; and then 
to bed, or rather to "bunk," where 
a healthy weariness brings a dream- 
less sleep. 

Youth hostels are simple places 
farmhouses for the most part, where 
those who are travelling by foot, 
bike, canoe, horseback, ski (in 
other words, in any way as long as 
it is under their own steam) may 
stay overnight for the proverbial 
song — for at no hostel in' the world 
is the charge more than twenty-five 
cents for a night's lodging. There 
is adequate supervision with a 
housefather and housemother in 
charge. The hostel has separate 
sleeping quarters, washing and toi- 
let facilities for boys and girls. 
There is a common kitchen where 
hostelers can prepare their own 
meals and a common recreation 
room where they gather for an eve- 
ning of song, folk dancing and gay 
chatter. As a rule hostellers are on 
the road most of the time, on foot 
or on their bicycles. The main pur^ 
pose of the hostels is to provide 
youngâfPeoplevwith^ safe and inex- 
pensive ovemlght'shelter. The hos' 
tels are run on a strictly co-opera' 
live, non-profit, non-sectarian basis. 

Youth hostels are an old story in 
Europe. The idea originated in Ger 
many. In 1910 Richard Shirrmann, 
a German school teacher, opened

ONE SLANT. 
The Sports Editor, McGill Daily: 

Sir,— This might be called by 
some "a defence of American foot- 
ball," but as I see it this grand 
thrill-providing game needs no de- 
fence. The main trouble with some 
Canadian critics of the game is that 
they can't see the forest for the 
trees^ For example, in your column 
in last Wednesday's Daily you pick 
ed on the Duke-Pitt game as a hor 
rible example of the numerous de- 
fects of American football. It was 
stated by you that statistics did not 
mean a thing and thereupon quoted 
yardage gained figures on both sides 
noting the apparent superiority of 
Pittsburgh in the face of Duke's tri- 
umph. Need I refer you to the 
statistics of at least one of the Mc- 
Gill football games this season to 
show you the same fact in evidence. 
As for the statistics of the American 
game in question, it would indeed 
clear the issue on comparative 
yardage to say, that Pitt's brilliant 
backileld never performed better 
outside of "payoS" territory but 
when It came to gaining the vital 
yardage, Duke's powerful defence 
stopped Pitt cold and by virtue of a 
subsequently blocked kick, the Blue 
Devils went oa to gain a well-merit- 
ed victory. 

As for the scarcity of forward 
passes, any second-rate grandstand 
quarterback can tell you the inad- 
visability of throwing forwards with 
a greasy ball. To show what a real 
weapon this method of attack is 
and how frequently it is used you 
have only to refer to the accounts 
of the Texas Christian team and the 
feats of "li'l Davey" O'Brien. It was 
my pleasure in the past week to see 
a newsreel of one of the T.C.U. 
games and let me tell you, you can 
have your thrills of seeing a half- 
back trying to run the ball out from 
behind the line, but give me the 
sight of five or six husky linemen 
tearing down' on O'Brien and the 
latter, seemingly oblivious to the 
impending threat, picking out his 
receiver forty yards down the field 
and bulleting a perfect pass right in 
to his waiting hands. Man, that's 
football— not your two bucks and a 
kick. 

And speaking of kicking; it riles 
me to see Canadians smugly com 
paring kicking yardages between 
the two games. They always fail to 
take two facts into account: Yard- 
age on kicks in the American game 
is usually measured from the line of 
scrimmage and a great deal of the 
time the kickers are not trying for 
distance but are angling for the 
"coffin comer." 

Well, I've not run out of argU' 
ments yet, but I know the limita- 
tions of space, so I'll conclude by 
saying that both games have much 
to offer each other in the way of 
improvement, but in my opinion the 
American game has more to offer 
the Canadian, and both -can learn 
much from the. professional game,

THEATBE AND FILMS. 

What has happened to the German film in- 
dustry? What of the old "Cabinet of Dr. Gali- 
gari?", "Two Hearts in Three-Quarter Time", 
"Variety", "The Last Laugh", "The Beggars 
Opera", "The Blue Angel", "Congress Dances"? 
Where are the artists: Robert Wiene, Pabst, 
Oswald, Thiele, Fritz Lang Charrell, Koster, 
Viertel, Bergner, Christians, Helm, Kortner, 
Eisler, Weill? Answer: all out of Germany. 
Tiie greatest artists have left for other Euro- 



pean lands and the States. And where are 
German films today? The answer is obvioiis:- 
in German movie houses and European ash- 
cans. 

Go to the writers. There is Liidwig Renn, 
there is Thomas Mann. Thomas' Mann in a ré- 
cent interview has stated: "This is no time to 
take democracy for granted. It is man's most 
precious possession and no worth-while pos- 
session can be neglected .... FascismCs) pro-, 
mises (are) false. It is only by spreading terror 
that (it) can survive." 

FASCISM DESTROVS ART. 

Apparently Fascism in Germany has done 

two things— firstly it has not created any cul- 
ture to speak of, and secondly it has driven all 
the best artists to take action against it. It 
would seem therefore thart. Fascism does not 
represent the motion of men forward to a bet- 



ter world. In our society of men and women 
today there is visible a current which shall 
break the bonds that give all to a few and no- 
thing to the majority. This is the life-blood of 
today..' The march to a better life is the key- 
note of bur world. True artists are sensitive to 
these motions and create of it their material. 
They stand in the forefront of democracy. They 
stand foursquare against Fascism— because Fas- 
cism has nothing in common with progress, be- 
cause Fascism is not built on the truth of masses 
of people moving forward to peace, security and 
happiness, bpt rather on the direct and un- 
scrupulous 'attempt, to hold back that progress. 
Fascism cannot give rise to culture, it has not. 
It is based on fundamental lies. The hope of 
culture lies in democracy and the extension of 
democracy. Artists ever have realized this. 
Artists ever have stood in the front line of 
progress.

his home, an old castle at Altena in 
Westfalen, as the first youth hostel. 
Richard Shirrmann believed that 
through adventure on the open road 
youth could be educated for living, 
where ^^erîejsé ; in the sun and wind 
gave '■UÎSB'y^h'ealthy bodies, and 
.where their lessons, interpreted 
^ through their trips, became much 
. 'more interesting and more vital. 
His idea' spread over Germany and, 
^|.according to his plan, hostels were 
^^seit up about 15 miles apart in chains 
.!-5«iid loops. After the war, many 
other countries caught the spirit of 
: hostelling, and today there are 5,000 
youth hostels in 20 countries of the 
.world, with a yearly overnight re» 
«istration of eight million. In many 
ithe^European countries the heads 
^^e ■ goveînunénts endorse youth 
hostslling and require that boys and 
girls go hostelling as part of their 
school program. 

In lAe United. States there are 177 
hostels, which include a loop of 
over 70 in the New England States, 
and youth hostelling is spreading 
very rapidly. Why should it not do 
likewise in Canada? Hostel interest 
is- already aroused in seven out of 
the nine provinces in Canada. The 
Canadian Youth Hostels Association 
it hiiheaidq uMtagiiiinv re- 
aved^ts^ederarcharter on Feb- 
ruary 23, 1938, By next spring 
Ihere will be a connecting link from 
the New England loop of hostels to 
Montreal. 

Apart from opportunities for 
physical exercise and the enjoyment 
of numerous scenes of natural 
beauty, the Province of Quebec of- 
fers valuable objectives to the col- 
lege student with a keen eye and 
an active mind. Places of the great- 
est historical interest • whose story 
spans three centuries, are sprinkled 
more thickly over our landscape and 
about our shores than in the New 
England Stales. To these romantic 
interests are to be added those of 
a scientific kind. Neither botany nor 
geology can be studied from a car. 

To promote a greater knowledge 
and understanding of hostelling, an 
open meeting of the Quebec Region 
of the Canadian Youth Hostel As- 
sociation will' be held at 8.15 p.m.
